LIBRARY IN CALIFORNIA 


EARLY DAYS OF THE SCHOOL

California, although one of the 
, unger members in the family of 

tes, has always been one of the most 
progressive in the matter of providing 
: the education of her children. The 
\ory of the development of the school 
rary in California is closely related to 
lie library movement elsewhere in the 
inited States, as well as the history of 
California itself. The personalities of 
those interested in providing proper li- 
brary privileges for school children spar- 
kle through the tomes of history with 
particular brightness. 


Consider John Swett, Superintendent 
of Public Instruction from 1863 to 1868, 
one of the foremost educators in the 
eartly days of California. To appreciate 
his accomplishments, picture, if you 
will, the California of a hundred years 
ago: mining settlements, migrant fam- 
ilies, boom towns, rapidly growing cities 
and wide open spaces, schools small 
and widely separated; the public school 
as we know it, non-existent. Most of the 
schools were supported by tuition, and 
only a small proportion of California 
children were able to obtain an educa- 
tion. In 1863 the percentage of atten- 
dance at the public school was only 25 
per cent of the children of school age. 
and the percentage of attendance of 
the total enrollment was only 55 per 
cent. The total number of schools was 
754, of which only two were high 
schools, one in San Francisco (125 stu- 
dents), the other in Sacramento (40 
students).

With state education in such an em- 
bryonic state of development, it would 
hardly be expected to find school li- 
braries even mentioned in the early 
records. It is surprising then, to learn 
that in 1854, only four years after Cali- 
fornia had obtained statehood, a law 
was passed providing for district school 
libraries. District school libraries, first 
initiated in the east, had flourished for 
a time, but reached their maximum in 
1853 and began to decline. This was 
about the time they were beginning 
in California. 


In discussing the district school li- 
braries, John Swett in 1863 urged the 
use of 5 per cent of the school tax fund 
for school libraries, of which he said: 


“The influence of well-selected books 
in a school is second only to that of the 
teacher; and in many instances the in- 
formation self-learned by the pupils is 
the most valuable part of a common 
school education. 


“A teacher may fail in the discharge 
of his ability, but the golden grains of 
thought gleaned from good books will 
spring up in the youthful minds. . . 
just as certainly as the fertile soils of 
our beautiful valleys rewards the toil of 
the husbandman with a bountiful har- 
vest.” 


A few statistics will show some of the 
results of John Swett’s promotion of the 
school libraries. During the year 1863 
California spent a total of $514.75 for 
school libraries, or $.014 per child. The 
total value of the State’s school librar- 
ies was $3,600. The public school of 
Marysville claimed the honor of having 
the largest and finest school library in 
California, with one thousand volumes 


valued at $1,000. By 1896 the total val- 
uation of school libraries in California 
was reported at $57,895. In 1885 only 
three states, Connecticut, Massachu- 
setts and New Hampshire, stood higher 
in the number of volumes per thousand 
of the schoool population. California 
had 740 books per one thousand pu- 
pils. 

Recognition of California’s progressive 
steps in legislation for the public school 
library was given in the U. S. Bureau 
of Education Annual Report for 1886- 
1887: “Among public library laws, that 
of California . . . seems to be one of 
the simplest and most efficacious.” 


The service that county libraries ren- 
dered to rural school libraries was an- 
other factor in the development of the 
school library. Again California received 
recognition as a leader. The credit for 
inaugurating the excellent system of 
county libraries in California goes to 
James L. Gillis, State Librarian from 
1890 to 1917. When Mr. Gillis became 
State Librarian he at once set about 
to make the California State Library 
of service to the people. A state travel- 
ing library was inaugurated. But this 
did not solve the matter of bringing 
books to all the people. 

In 1908, Mr. Gillis outlined a plan 
whereby the county libraries could serve 
the schools, and the State Library could 
serve the county libraries. The State 
Librarian was to be in charge; the coun- 
tv librarians were to be the head of 
the largest library in each county “with 
duties corresponding to those of countv 
suverintendent of schools.” It was Mr. 
Gillis’ hope that by this plan “the resi- 
dent of the remotest county section 
would have in easy reach not only the 
hooks of his district library, but also 
those of the county and state libraries.” 
1+ was desired to work out the plan “in 
such a way as to develop between the 


school and the library the most etfective 
co-operation.” 

The promotion of Mr. Gillis and th: 
State Library Association resulted 
the County Free Library Law ot 190° 
which enabled the counties to make cor 
tracts with existing public libraries f: 
co-operation in library service. A mor 
effective law was passed in 1911, pro 
viding library service to rural areas by 
a county library tax, and providing cer 
tificated county librarians. Branch |; 
braries throughout the county made i: 
possible for the county library to serv: 
the school libraries as the school district: 
wished. Boards of (school) Trustees had 
authority to contract with county li- 
braries for service, and the county school 
superintendent could transfer the schoo! 
library fund to the county free library. 

As the county libraries aided the 
rural school libraries, so the public Ii. 
braries played an integral part in sup- 
plementing city school libraries. As pub- 
lic libraries increased their collections, 
improved their techniques, raised the 
standards and enlarged their services, 
many educators as well as public li- 
brarians realized the importance of the 
public library as an auxiliary to public 
education. 


Sharing the resources of the public 


library with the school was accom- 
plished in a number of ways. The li- 
brary was taken to the school; the chil- 
dren were taken to the library; reading 
rooms were established in public li- 
braries especially designed to attract 
children. Story hours were offered, 
branch libraries were set up in the 
schools or sometimes in the schoolroom 
itself. None of these methods was com- 
pletely satisfactory, but they were all 
steps leading to the central library in 
the school. 

There were a few individuals in the 
early days, however, who recognized 





at school librarianship was a special 
eld, and required special training. 
radually school administrators began 
realize the vital function the school 
rary, if properly supported, could play 
school life. The appointment of the 
rst fully qualified librarian to a school 
rary was a signal step forward in the 
story of the school library. This hap- 
‘ned in New York in 1900, when 
lary Glastonburg of Connecticut 
issed successfully the first examina- 
m by the New York Board of Educa- 


on for the position of school librarian. 


California was only three years be- 
hind, for in 1903, Ella Morgan, a 
trained librarian, was appointed to the 
los Angeles High School, and began 
enthusiastically to make the library 
function in a positive manner. This was 
not easy, and Miss Morgan’s first im- 
pressions were not very encouraging. 
In 1891, the Los Angeles High Schoo! 
had opened with “an innovation in 
school architecture in the form of a 
large, well-lighted room designed for a 
library.” But for the first twelve years 
there was no librarian. The books were 
locked in cases, and the room opened 
only on Friday by the janitor, if the 
key had not been mislaid. During the 
rest of the week the books were undis- 


turbed in silence and darkness. 


After Miss Morgan had fumbled with 
a bunch of unco-operative keys a few 
times, she determined to remove the 
doors from the cases. This idea met 
with some resistance from the principal, 
who objected that the books would be- 
come dusty and soiled. A compromise 
was finally agreed on by the arrange- 
ment of placing canvas over the cases 
when the janitor cleaned at night. This 


was the first of many improvements 
which were to transform the library, 
and make it a pattern for other high 
school libraries, and the work of Miss 
Morgan in raising the standards of 
school libraries must long be remem- 


bered. 


The contrast of this early school li- 
brary to a modern school library with 
its attractive displays of books, its care- 
fully selected book collections, its pro- 
fessionally trained staff, is great. These 
changes are the product of changing 
concepts of education and method in 
American schools. More directly, they 
have been effected through the persis- 
tent efforts of men and women with 
vision and with high ideals of educa- 
tion.

IN REVIEW... 


Davis, E. Louise, comp. Recommended 
Children’s Books of 1958-59. Bowker, 
1959. $2.00. 


This compilation of reviews from 
Library Journal reprints 1058 favorable 
reviews of children’s books published in 
1958 and early 1959. Each entry con- 
tains information on publisher and 
price, and type of binding. There is 
an author-title index, and the reviews 
are arranged by age and subject. With- 
in the major age groupings—For the 
Youngest, The Beginning Reader, Up- 
per Elementary Grades, and Teen Age— 
the reviews are listed under various sub- 
ject categories appropriate to each 
group. 

Best Books for Children, 1960 edition. 
Bowker, 1959. $2.00. 

A revised, enlarged and up-to-date 
225-page catalog of 3,000 of the best 
children’s book in print. As in previous 
editions, the 1960 revision provides help- 
ful annotations and arrangement by 
grade and subject. In addition, the 
new edition will add some 300 new 
titles published in 1959, including 
adult books for young people. This 1908 
edition has a colorful cover design by 
Barbara Cooney, winner of the 1959 
Caldecott Medal.

This issue of the NASSP Bulletin is 
devoted to discussing the effective sec- 
ondary school library. In 190 pages the 
issue covers library programs in action, 
the principal and the library, school 
library personnel, quarters and ma- 
terials, the teacher and the library, the 
student and the library, school and pub- 
lic library relationships, plus an exten- 
sive bibliography of recent publications 
and audio-visual materials on school 
libraries. In thirty-four articles by na- 
tionally-prominent librarians and school 
administrators, virtually every aspect of 
the secondary school library is explored, 
ideas and techniques presented, and 
programs discussed. A welcome addi- 
tion to our shelf on school libraries. 





MILDRED BRACKETT NEW CONSULTANT .. . 


State Superintendent of Public In- 
struction, Roy E. Simpson, has an 
nounced the temporary appointment of 
Miss Mildred M. Brackett to the new 
position of Consultant in School Library 
Services in the Bureau of Audio-Visual 
ind School Library Education, Califor- 
nia State Department of Education. 
Her appointment is for approximately 
six months. 


Consultant service in school library 
education is new to California, having 
been authorized by the State Legislature 
during the 1959 Session. A temporary 
appointment has been made in order to 
have the services organized and in opera- 
tion while arrangements are completed 
to fill the permanent position. 


Miss Brackett is on loan until July 
1, 1960, from her position as Director 
of Library Services with the Office of 


the County Superintendent of Schools 
in Sacramento County. She has held 
this position since September, 1950, 


when library services were added to the 
Sacramento County Superintendent of 


Schools Office. 


Prior to coming to Sacramento Coun- 
ty, Miss Brackett was the County Li- 
brarian for Spokane County, Washing- 
ton. She graduated from the University 
of Washington Library School in 1933 
and has held a number of positions in 
schools and libraries. Her experience 
includes three years of classroom teach- 
ing, five years of school library work in

junior and senior high schools, and four 
years of public library experience. Dur- 
ing World War II, Miss Brackett 
served as an Army Hospital Librarian 
in charge of library services for Baxter 
General Hospital. 


In addition to her library science de- 
gree, Miss Brackett has a Bachelor of 
Arts degree from the University of 
Idaho, and has done graduate work at 
Washington State College, University 
of Idaho, University of Oregon, and 


Sacramento State College. 


Miss Brackett has been active in the 
School Library Association of Califor- 
nia and served as president of the 
Northern Section, 1954-1955. She is 
also a member of the C.T.A., C.L.A., 
Delta Kappa Gamma. 








AROUND THESTATE ... 


CURRICULUM LIBRARIANS TO 
JOIN SLAC 


California’s curriculum _ librarians, 
meeting early in December have voted 
to affiliate with SLAC. In a series of 
meetings at Chico State College, San 
Francisco State College and the Univer- 
sity of Southern California called by 
Dr. Robert Browne, Consultant in Curri- 
culum Development, State Department 
of Education, curriculum librarians and 
curriculum directors representing uni- 
versities, state colleges, county and dis- 
trict offices voted overwhelmingly to be- 
come part of the School Library Asso- 
ciation of California. The meetings fol- 
lowed an earlier meeting in Sacramento 
during October at which the pros and 
cons of affiliation and the problems re- 
lating to specialized groups were dis- 
cussed. It was agreed that curriculum 
librarians and laboratory directors have 
a strong need to become identified as a 
group. “We will certainly be in a better 
position to give improved curriculum 
library service at all levels if we can 
get together for discussion of mutual 
problems and attempt some co-ordina- 
tion of effort,” Dr. Browne said.

CHRISTMAS MEETING IN 
EL SEGUNDO 


The climax of the fall season for 
SLAC members in the south was the 
Jhristmas program in early December. 
[his year at the Thunderbird Hotel in 
=] Segundo on December 5, 1959, more 
than 250 school librarians and _ their 
guests enjoyed a program which was 
both informative and delightful. 


In the morning, Dr. Donald E. Kitch, 
Chief of Supplemental Education Serv- 
ices in the State Dept. of Education, 
outlined the plans for selection and use 
of the new state school library consul- 
tant He concluded with a warning that 
we must not expect too much, remind- 
ing us that no one person can accom- 
plish what an organization can. 


Following Dr. Kitch’s talk, Dr. Ru- 


dolph Sando of Los Angeles State Col- 
lege outlined the background of the 


CASSA Evaluation Program. Much in- 
terest was shown during the discussion 
period which followed Dr. Sando’s ad- 
dress on the question, “What use are 
accrediting committees making, in eval- 
uating school libraries, of our state and 
national library standards?” There is 
no mention of standards in the present 
“instrument” used in evaluating secon- 
dary schools; Dr. Sando assured us, 
however, that members of accrediting 
committees are becoming increasingly 
aware of the existence and importance 
of our standards. 


Miss Elizabeth O. Williams, head 
supervisor of libraries in the Los Angeles 
City Schools, and President-Elect of 
AASL, then summarized the hard work 
of many people over a period of several 
years which will culminate early in 
1960 in the publication of the new na- 
tional standards for school libraries.

NORTHERN SECTION 
REORGANIZATION 


The Northern Section Advisory 
Youncil held a special meeting at 
stockton on December 12, 1959, to 
onsider revisions in section organiza- 
ion suggested by the State Manual Re- 
ision Committee. Manual revision has 
seen under way for three years, and 
ihe part of the manual dealing with 
state officers was approved by the state 
Executive Board last spring.
